ing their tents to wooden huts, re- 
mained there above four years, con- 
tibuting much to the fatety of the 
capital, when rebellion raifed its hi- 
deous head.* 

Bray is ten miles from Dublin, and 
belongs to the earl of Meath; it 
ftands on the fea, carries on fome 
trade flannels, frizes and other 
Woollens ; and contains an handfome 
church, a chapel and barrack ; the 
caltle is famous for a battle fought 
there in 1690, between king Willi- 
am’sand James’s armies. From the 
Market houfe hill, the traveller may 
feat himfelf with a picture and rand 
profpec&t of the feats of fir Francis 
Hutchinfon, Mr. Mafon, Mr. Jones, 
Mr. Rowley, Mr. Burton, c captain 
Smyth, the bedutiful fcenery of Mr. 
Roberts on the hill, and on the other 
hand the ocean in all its majelty.

It is much eafier, however to con- 
ceive the variety of thefe fcenes, thap 
to deferibe them, Nature’s alphabet 
confilts only of four letters; wood, 
water, rock’ and ground : 4nd yet, 
with thefe four letters fle forms fuch 
varied compofitions, fuch infinite 
combinations, as no language with 
an alphabet of twenty- four can de- 
fcribe. Many of the objects which 
had floated fo rapidly salt us, if we 
could have examined them, would 
have given us fublime and beautiful 
hints in landfcdpe’; fome of them 
feemed even well combined, and rea - 
dy prepared for the pencil ; buf, in 
fo guick a fuccefhion, one blotted out 
another, and it would: have been 
endlefs to ftop our chaife to fketch 
what we find here, and in the re- 
mainder of this delightful ramble.

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We now bent our courfe to New- 
town-Mount-Kennedy, the highly 
improved feat of the late lord Roff- 
more, commanding a moft extenfive 
view over this truly romantic and fine 
country, interfperfed with an endlefs 
variety of hill and dale, blooming 
with all the luxuriance of cultivation, 
and clothed with ever greens, render- 
éd {till more charming by the contraft 
of the bleak and neighbouring moun- 
tains, and enriched with views of a 
diftant fea, bounded only in a clear 
day, by the azure hills of Wales. 
Paffing Aludore, the feat of fir Skef- 
fington Smith, and Newcaftle-church, 
we arrived at Wicklow, which is a 
{mall fea port town 24 miles from 
Dublin, little trade is carried on 
here, there is a bold projecting head, 
called Wicklow head, on which are 
two light houfes. 

Having got to the end of this day,’s 
journey, we refted ; the moon rofe 
from the fea in all her chafle bright- 
nefs, anc when we went to drink our 
cottee, we found the Dublin news 
papers, one of winch copies all the 
news from the Sun, another trom the 
Star, a third from the Courier ; fo we 
had the fun, moon and {tars in per- 
fection, but no difcordant mind to 
interrupt our happinels. Next day 
‘we proceeded to Rofanna the beauti- 
ful featof Mr. Tighe ; thence to the 
Devil’s Glen, where the rebels had 
an encampment mn May 17 798; from 
whence they marched in eB force 
to attack Newtown Mount Kennedy. 
A\ltho’ it is fome miles diftant, the 
traveller fhould vilit Glandelough, 
whofe gloomy vale is furrounded on 
all fides, except the ealt, by flupen- 
@ous mountains, Here are the re- 
tnains of a confiderable city, the 

ruins of the cathedral, and ftone 
rooted chapel, difcovered by the late 
ingenious Samuel Hayes efq. of 
Avondale, all which flourithed about 
the year 1214, when the fee, after 
a jucceffion of. twelve bifhops, was 


‘annexed to Dublin by the pope’s le- 
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gate. It was alfo celebrated fo; ; its 
feven churches, whofe gothic rying 
are highly attra€tive to the Dr ilotg, 
phic eye, as they thew the atig aty 
of their origin, and the pious offer 
ings of our anceflors, once the {ea 
of learning and religion. 


Where many a faint and many a hero trod, 


Within the glen are. two {mall 
lakes, fuppofed by the fuperftitious, 
to poffefs miraculous powers ; andin 
2 projecuion of the mountain ove: one 
of the lakes, is a natural cell in the 
rock, called Str. Kevin's bed—the 
leven iry faint and patron. of this fa- 
mous {pot, frequented alio by the 
credulous, though of dithcult and 
dangerous approach.

and from partiality to novelty, he 
theught his medicines would be gene- 
rally adopted; but notwith{tanding 
the young Helvetius was very atten 
tive, and fought every opportunity to 
difpofe of his medicines, he could 
not earn fufficient to procure him the 
common neceflaries of life; he was 
obliged to part with one fhare of his 
drugs gratuitoufly, in order to fel! the 
otlier ; at length, oppreffed by necef- 
fity, he returned ty Holland. 

‘His return did not in the leaft cloud 
the golden profpects his father had in 
view, and with the utmoft confi- 
dente in fuccefs, he fent him back 
With a 
more el; shorate Preps aration, and more 


large cargo ot medicines | ot 
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powerful ingredients, and, as he ima- 
gined, infallible efhicaey, 

Helvetius, on his return to Parts, 
I mmediately publifhed his arrival. but 
the public opinion being lefs favoura- 
ble to him than his own, no notice 
was taken of him; his affiduity and 
exertions, however, were not lefs 
than before, and he at length became 
acquinted with a rich druggiit, who 
foon after being attacked witha very 
dangerous diforder, permitted Helve- 


tius, jointly with Atorti, a celebrated 
phyfician, to exert his abilities for his 
relief. 


On the druggift? srecovery he offer- 
ed Aforti five or fix pounds of i/eca- 
cuanha root, as a very valuable recom- 
pente for his care and attention ; but 
this plant was unknown to the doc- 
tor; he preferred the Jouis d’ors, 
whofe fpecific virtue he well knew 
again{t the accurfed peft of poverty, 
Which then defolated many families 
at Paris. 

fortune here feemed inclined to 
raife Helvetius, and to reward him 
for his perfeverance ; he was particu- 
larly happy to find that Afort perfer- 
led a few pieces of gol! to the valua- 
ble and efficacious “plant which had 
been offered tohim. Helvetius, who 
was a great favourne of thedruggilt’s, 
afked tor the tfecacuanha, and ob- 
tained his requett. Immediately he 
went to the hofpital, and tried his 
virtueson fome of the invalids; his 
fuccefs was great ; frequent repetti- 
ons were equally propitious ; and at- 
ter numberlefs trials he found he pof- 
fefled a fpecific for the dyfentery ; it 
had never failed of curiag chat dilate, 
which at that time was very common 
at Paris, and baffled the fkill of all the 
phyficians. 

Aransported with foy, he caufed a 
hand-bill to be printed, in which lic 
ftated, “that the Dutch phytician, 
afier long fearch and profound med’« 
tation, ha d atlength tound an inftalli- 
ble cure bor the dyfentery, and tie 
exact method of prepaiing the medi- 
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IVALKE R’S 


cine, which was of the utmoft im- 
portance ; he informed the public of 
his place of abode, where he fold his 
medicine at a reafonable price.” 
Every one read this hand-bill ; and 
the account of this new difcovery 
fpread all over the city, and at length 
the king heard of it. His majetty 
fent for Helvetius, and ordered 
DD’ Aquin, his firtt phyfician, tp exa- 
mine him, relative to his pretended 
remedy. D'Aquin, according to 
the very illiberal cuftom of the faciil-

ty, when they fear a rival, treated 
Helvetius as an impoftor ; “i he de- 
tended himielf in fo mafterly a man- 


ner, that the king, fully sieiviliced of 
his abilities, gave him twenty four 
thoufand livres forhisfecret, and grant- 
ed him the privilege of “4 actiting at 

he hotel Diea—oa privilege whic ly 
was confined to the faculty of Paris 
oniv.

Debar faw atiaft that cruth 
had made an impreifion on hy poor 
friend, and not chooting to puth mat- 
ters to exivemily, he weut away from 
him, after having affectionately 
fgueezed his hand, and manitefted his 
pardon in hiseyes moiltened with 
tears. Duliot alfo went away. A 
quarter of an hour had now elapfed 
fince this feparation, when Debar 
heard fome cries: it was thofe of the 
perfons who had jut feen Dulilot 
throw himielf into the river. Every 
one wus eager to fy to his afhiftance ; 
but it was too late; he was dead when 
he was taken up. 

Such wastheend of Duhilot; the 
viélim of an incontiderate love, no- 
thine had been able to convince him 
ut Nexvalle's perfidy: he ran through

Prefent State of Society in Cork. 
(From an Englifh Publication.) 


Mr. Epiror, 
LIAV IE lived a contiderable time 
in the city of Cork, and have 

long ftudied the manners of the inha- 
bicants: but to make ufe of an ex- 
prefion of Mr. Burke’s, they exhi- 
bit * fo variegated a piece of Mofaic,’ 
that 1 believe it will be a difficult tafk 
io delineate their portrait, 

One hundred thoufand fouls con- 
flitute, very nearly, the population 
of thiscity, which is built without 
any attention to order or regularity, 
fome of the beft edifices in it being 
often contiguous to the meanelt ho- 
vels, anda row of well built houfes 
fucceeded by falting fheds and mer- 
chaat’s cellars. As commerce is the 
prixcipal fupport of Cork, this aft 
inconvenience cannot be done away 
without material injury tothe trade of 
he dlace. ‘The merchants form the 
tichet and moft powerful clafs of 
mes here ; they are generally engag- 
cl either in the Weft India and Lif- 
vontrades, or in fupplying govern- 
met with provifions for the navy and 
amy. Intheirmanners they much

ave the fame tafte for expence and 
wafteful profufion, the fame love of 
lociety, the fame pafhon for fhew ;

The Corkonians, as I remarked 
before, love fociety. Dinner-parties 
take place every day. Their enter- 
tainments are in the firft ftyle of ex- 
pentive elegance ; and owing to the 
intimate connection they have with 
Portugal, and the lowne(s of the du- 
ues, their wines are always excellent. 
‘The ladies remain in company at- 
ter dinner longer than they are accuf- 
toned to do nE ngland ; and then 
they take leave of the gentlemen, 
whom they fee no more for the day : 
for the ple afures of the bottle are here 
confidered in higher eltimation than 
the converfation of the fair fex.— 
However, cards make the latter fome 
amends for the abfence of the men, 
and the miltrefs of the houfe always 
takes care to provide a female party 
above f{tairs when her hufband is en- 
gaged below. Whitt is the principal 

game played, though of late cafino 
has had fome influence. Large fums 
are not often lolt, for they moftly 
play low, and but very feldom. Danc- 
ing is the next principal amufement ; 
and [I mutt fay, that the ladies af 
Cork dance gracefully and well: chey 
are in gencral handfome and accom- 
plifhed, for female education 1s, m 
fume particulars, carefully attended 
to, and you find few who are not in- 
formed in the modern polite languag- 
es, and {killed in the ictence of mu- 
fic. Bat morality and philotophy are 
neglected. Eafy freedom and gaiety 
are the characteriftics of the women; 
they are open and untufpicious: a 
ftranger if any way refpectable, tinds 
himfe if agreeably furpriled at bemy 
intimately acquainted with thofe 
whom he has only known afew dayse 
This good fortune invariably aitends 
gentlemen who wear red coats. 

The thopkeepers and tradefpeople 
who form the middling order are a 
well informed induftrious fet of men;

are all foldiers, and on many occalions 
during the late troubles, fignalized 
themfelves for loyalty and cool imue- 
pidity : like moft of their country- 
men, they love the bottle, and in- 
dulge themfelves m_ the delirium of 
happinefs which it beflows after the 
hour of bufinefs, that is, atter five 


o'clock, for nothing is trantacted pot- 


terior tothis hour: and as they do 
not dine until it arrives, this indul- 
gence is the more excufeable. Deg- 
gars are here innumerable, though 
there are feveral charitable inftituiious 
but (asin other places) by having tco 
many officers and overiecrs, and too 
many good regulations, it happens 
that thele inflitutions are noi regulated 
atall; andthe moll ditguiting objects 
of human mifery are fuifeied to ime 
plore charity in every ttreect. You 
often meet a young man in rags, 
with afew books in his fatchel throwa 
over his fhoulder, and a pen in lis 
hat, who afkscharity, for the pur- 
pofe of profecuting his ftudies. “Luis 
is a defcription of mendicant no 
where elie, I believe, to be met with, 
but which, in Ivcland, is common ; 
and | underftand that feveral of the 
liglits of the Romifh church have o7i- 
ginated from hence. 

It was not unul very lately that lue 
natics were confidered as being wor- 
thy of the public cere; they were 
permitted to wander about the city, to 
the terror of the weak, and to the 
herror of the humane. Lut by the 
advice and authority of the prefent fir 
S. Rowland (then mayor), a recepta- 
cle for them was burt, and they 
are now properly confined and attend- 
ed to, 

Itisduring the aflizes, which are 
held twice a year, that Cork appears 
in all its tplendour. Then the coun- 
iry is deferted, andall the people of 
confequence in the neighbourhood 
hatten to town, for the purpote ci 
difplayiug their equipages, and par- 
takjng of the theatrical ipectacles ex- 
hibited.

ren being peleed with apples at her 
own benefit; whilfk any ot the Lon- 
don periormers remain, the plavhoute 
is crowded, but as toon as they with 
draw, itis univerfally deferted, Af 
ley very lately opened a theatre here 
for his exhibiuon, but he is not tup- 
ported, and will very fhortly be ob- 
lived to give it up. 


At this period (the afizes) the pub- 


lic ball-rooms 2re open, and _ filled 
twice a week with dancers and card 
players. But etiquette is fo much re- 
garded, that merchants, merchants’ 
wives, and people otf indepene 
dent property, are only admitted I 
have known many inttances when the 
diiapprobation of the company oblig- 
cd jeveral refpectable fhopkeepers 
quit the room, who withed to break 
through the barrier that pridehad rai 
ed between them and pleafure. For 
although whvicfale dealing is the molt 
honourable profeilion in this city, yet 
the retail bufineis is thought to attach 
vulgarity to the conductors of it, It 
is for this reafon, alto, that the lowe 
boxes at the theatre are fet apart fol 
the fame haughty clats. 

A broad flrect, paved with fimal 
fharp ttones (no flagged way), foum 
ihe iathionable promenade of Cerki 
every evening when the weather p& 


mits, this is crowded with young - 
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ol, handiome and ugly. of all def- 
criptions. Here the butinetles of love,

fathion performed. As [ have men- 
tioned icandal, I cannot help obtervy- 
ing, that, owing to the great number 
of maidens who have felt the pangs of 
fichted love, and have been ‘ unbro- 
kea in upon by kifles,’ this vice is 
to; common, and often ufurps the 
place of attic falt ac their converfations. 
Aud few are found charitable enough 
to rorrect its venom, and turn its {hate 
froin innocence and beauty ; which, 
frapile in their natures, foon feel its 
fatél ettects. 

The ne arts are here in a molt de- 
plofable fituation. ‘There 1s one mi- 
hattire-painter, who gives fomething 
like;a human head for a guinea; and 
although feveralarnits of merit have 
attempted to fettle in this city, yet the 
want of being fupported, the necet- 
fary confequence of want of tafte, 
oblized them to fly to more genial 
chistes.

Parifian Fafhions: 


N full-drefs our é/ézantes continue 
A to drefs their heads fimply in hair, 
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and to wear diadems. Befides jais, 
pears, and flowers, fruit, particularly 
olives, are ufed in the trimming of 
robes, Frequently we fee an echelle 
of ribbons or flowers defcending from 
the ceftus down to the bottom of the 
robe. Sometimes this ornament is 
only two large flowers attached, one 
to the ceftus, the other tothe bottom 
of the robe, following the direétion of 
a third flower placed upon the diadem. 
The capotes have, almoft without 
exception, a large bunch of ribbons 
or crape upon the deva/ut : the fa- 
fhionable colours are white, jonquil, 
lilac,and rofe. ‘The yellow and the 
white ftraw hats are very common.— 
One of the moft firiking head-dreffes 
is the chapeau @ da Hulan, the crown 
of which is in lozenge, and the front 
a little turned up, or pointed like «a 
helmet. This hat is much worn by 
the é/égantes of Longchamps: its co- 
lour is jonquil, role, or all white, 
with flat feathers to match, This 
head-crels, /iquante by its novelty, 
difplays much ingenuity in its plan and 
execuuon. T’he young men have 
cealed to wear velvet collars to their 
riding or other coats, 

The crape capotes are generally of 
two colours, ftrongly contrafted,— 
eyes earth and pale green ; lilac 
and canary yellow ; jonquil and co- 
quelicot. Uhe fame tafie for two 
{triking colours pervades every other 
part of drefs: a red ihawl sod a yel- 
low robe, a blue robe and an orange 
fhawl ; a flate coloured robe and a 
crimfon cap are very often to be feen 
upon the fame ser fon. In general, 
however, the fhawls are white. ‘The 
élégantcs of the firft clafs who only 
ufe them as a fecurity againft cold at 
night, at balls and {pectacles, have 
relumed the fluff fhawls, 

“The manner in which the ribbon 
is placed upon the crown ofthe ftraw 
hats has experienced a flight variation. 
It is interwoven acrofs, fo as to pafs 
alternately, infide and outfide, at 
equal ¢iftances. The antiquchead- 


dre {les, 
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dreffes,. in oblong puffs, are ftill worn 
in full drefs ; the puffed part frequent- 
Jy takes in the veil, which forms a 
floating drapery on one fide. The 
newelt hats are of an oval fhape, and 
{lriped, in fringe and crape ; the fringe 
always white, and the ftiipes on the 
little intervening bands, fome deep 
colour, fuch as orange brown, Egyp- 
tian earth, dark green, clouded upon 
the edges. 

The filver ribbons have nearly ex- 
ploded the ufe of flowers. 
the few ftill worn, we obferve the to- 
bacco and laurel flowers, the reft are 
fancy. ‘The long waifts are gaining 
ground, The neweft ear-rings are 
umber—the fhapes fquares and octa- 
gons. ‘The little green parafols, or 
ombrettes, have now a fringe, or 
embroidery of tilver fpangles upon the 
edge. 

The collar of the coat of the Parifian 
men of fafhion is not more than a ha- 
ger’s breath ; their wazttcoat begins 
to come down lower than the breaft 
of the coat ; the boots pafs the knee, 
and the leaf of the hat increafes eve- 
ry day. ay |

Is it not 
luficient atonement to the injured 
creditor to deprive me of my liberty, 
but muft he ttarve me too? Am Lal- 
fo to be deprived of my fixpence a- 
day, at beft a miferable pittance, 
which the law of my country gives 
me, by the petty-fogging reptile, 
ycleped an attorney, who, by fome 


| quirk, or quibble, or litigious oath 


or procefs, can, fot near twelve 
months, prevent the prifoner from 
receiving the allowance which the 
law of the land intended fhould be 
paid him inftantly on his committal, 
t0 keep him from ftarving. ‘Thus,

The 
writer of this review was witnefs to 
the following tranfaction at Bruffels, 
inthe Auftrian Netherlands, in the 
year 1759. ‘The duke of St. Alban’s, 
of infamous memory, . who had refid- 
ed many years in that gay capital, be- 
caufe he could not live in his own 
country, had contracted debts to the 
amount of 20,oc0o0l. ; his creditors at 
length arrefted him, and threw him 
into the common prifon of the city ; 
they then waited upon the prime mi- 
niiter, the late count Cobenrzel, to 
intorm him of the event, and to knew 
what allowance they were by law 
obliged to make him. His excellen- 
cy ipoke to the following purport in 
Krench—** gentlemen, I am _ forry 
you havetaken fuch a ftep without 
previoudly confulting me ; but as it is, 
you mult enquire of his grace’s 
Maitre d’ Hotei (houfe fteward),— 
what were the erdinary daily expences 
of his table when he had no company, 
the amount you muftallow him— 
and three livres (half-a-crown a-day) 
for his gentleman, that being the ufu- 
al allowance for a gentleman.”” ‘The 
refult was, thatthe creditors adopted 
another mode , they releafed him from 
prifon, but ebtained an order from 
prince Charles of Lorraine, then go- 
vernor-general of the low countries, 
for a fubaltern officer, to be the con- 
ftant guard, and attendant upon the 
duke: he flept in an anti-chamber to 
his bed-room, dimed at his table, ac- 
companied him in his carriages,— 
wherever he went, and never left him, 
till his debts were hually compromif- 
ed by the fale of his eftate in Darham 
Yard, inthe Strand, for the parpofe 
of building the Adelphi. 
In Portugal, a country which once 
boafted an extenfive commerce, the

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infolvent debtor may be turned out of 
his houfe into the ftreets, whilft all 
his property is fold by auction before 
the doer, bor the benefit of his cre- 
ditors, but his perfon cannot be touch- 
ed!—nor in any Roman catholic 
country will an honett prieft give ad- 
folution to man or woman confeffing 
‘that they detain a prifoner in gaol for 
debt.

COURTSHIPS. 


N the courtfhips of the country 
people there is fomething fingular, 
which, although certainly imprudent, 


is not attended with thofe criminal et- 


- feéts which, it might be apprehended, 


would be the natural - confequence.— 
Connections are often formed carly in 
life, which the numerous dancing 
parties, not only at fairs, but at moft 
of the village alehonfes feveral times 
ayeer, and the indifcreet connivance 
of parents, afford eafy opportunities 
of doing. At thefe places of rural 
amufement it is ufual for almoft every 
lad to feleét his lafs. 

The acquaintance (I fpeak of the 
fons, daughters, and fervants of far- 
mers, mechanics, and country tradef- 
men} generally commences at thefe 


public meetings ; and the youth af- 


terwards vifits his fweetheart. at her 
own home. ‘Thefe vifits are moft 
commonly, made on the Saturday 
evenings, that the next day’s work 
may. not be incommoded. After the 
family are gone to bed, the fire dark- 
ened, and the candle extinguithed, he 
cautioufly enters the houfe. [nh _ this 
murky fituation they remain for a few 
hous, adjufting their love concerns, 

converfing on the common topics 
of the day, till the increafing cold of 
a winter's night, or the dight of a 
fummer’s morning, announces the 
time of feparation. With thefe pro- 
ceecings the parents, or mafters of the 
lovers, are well enough acquainted, 
but generally connive at them; they 

veno notion of denying thofe under 

it care that indulgence which they 
thenfelves and their anceftors have 
PraStifed with impunity before them. 
This dark method of courtQhip is 
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economical ; here is no lofs of time, 
at leaft for work, nor of thofe ex- 
penfive articles fire and candle. That 
is, however, its only advantage; and 
the inconveniences, or rather misfor- 
tunes, attending it are weighty, and 
of the moft ferious nature. Two 


young people, perhaps, with the pu- 


reft mtentions, form a connection ; 
repeatedly pay and receive vifits of this. 
fort; when alas! the ardour of vouth 
and of love, aided by the moft enti- 
cing opportunity, too often breaks 
down the barriers of virtue, the frail 
fair one yields to lafcivious love, and 
wholly throws herfelf upon the mer- 
cy of her paramour. ‘The natural 
confequence of this criminality foon 
appears in her pregnancy, and the un- 
happy couple mutt either endeavour 
to palliate their fhame and guilt b 
perhaps a premature marriage, or fat. 
fer the ruin. of the poor girl to be 
completed. ‘hefe contiderations 
ought to induce parents and maf- 
ters of families to be ftrictly cau- 
tious how they admit thefe private ad- 
drefies to be paid the females under 
their care. 

Ido not mean to fay that illicit a»: 
mours are always, noreven general- 
ly, the confequence of Cumbrian 
courtfhip, but that it happens not un- 
frequently ; and, I believe, .thenum- 
ber of illegitimate children is more “to 
be attributed to that than to any other 
caufe. : 

Whena marriage is nearly con. 
cludedon, and it is underftood that 
the girl’s parents have no objeétion to 
the match, the young man_ ventures 
to fhew himfelf, and continues in con- 
verfation with the family till they re- 
tireto bed. ‘This is the manner in 
which Cumberland courtfhip is ufue 
ally conducted ; but there are certain- 
y many inftances wherein more pru- 

ent and rational modes are adopted. 
MARRIAGES, 

We now take a view of their mare 
riages. A few procure licenfes to be 
married, but the greateft part have 

banns 
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banns publifhed in the church, by 
which a confiderable faving is made. 
The friends of the bride and bride- 
groom, and often their neighbours, 
are invited to the wedding. If the 
church is ata diftance, the weddingers 
moftly ride ; and the bridegroom and 
his party approaches the bride’s houte 
in a full gallop, which opens the 
amufements of the day. Having 
alighted, the bridegroom falutes the 
bride, andthe whole company break- 
faft together ; after which the party 
mount their horfes, and women and 
men gallop over hill and dale to the 
church, eagerly contending who fhall 
arrive there frit. The alehoufe near 
the kirk (whichis never wanting,) for 
¢ Where’r the Lord eretts a houfe of prayer, 
* The devil always builds 2 chapel there,” 


receives the joyful gueits, who cheer 
their f{pirits with a hearty glafs before 
the performance of the ceremoeny.—- 
After tying the indiffoluble knot, the 
party again adjourn to the inn, invit- 
ing the parion to pariake of their 
cheer. Anhour, at leaft, 1s fpent in 
{wallowing punch without intermifli- 
on: andthe company now almotft 
mad with liquor, again mount their 
nags, and furnioufly icamper away, 
headlong, towards the bride’s houte, 
fancying every dificulty vanithes be- 
fore them ; while all the villagers 
(who for fome time have been upon 
the watch) are ftanding on the neigh- 
bouring hills to fee the race, Ik is 


accounted a fortunate circumitance tf 


they all arrive fate at the bride’s boule, 
hut ittoo often happens that. fome of 
the party get a tumbie, and that a 
defperate female alights upon her head 
and fhoulders. 

BIDDEN WEDDING. 

The bidden-wedding, as it is pro. 
vinelally called, Was very Common a 
few years ago, and ts nor yet quite 
obfolete. In that cafe, the brilegroom 
anda few of his triends ride about the 
villages, for feveral miles round, did- 
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ding, or inviting, their neighbours to 
come to the wedding on the day ap- 
pointed. ‘Phe wedding is likewife 
advertfed in the county new!paper, 
wih a general invitation, and enn. 
merating the various rural {ports to be 
exhibited upon the occafion, fuch as 
horie races, foot races, leanine,— 
wreftling, &c. for fuitable prizes.— 
This generally brings together a great 
concounfe of people, who, after em 
joving the fports of the day, makes a 
contribution to the new married cou- 
pie. ‘Lhis fometimes amounts to a 
contiderable fum, and is found very 
uleful to the wedded pair in fetting 
them forward in the world. 
CHRISTENINGS 

Are often attended with great com- 
panics, mufic, dancing, and expentive 
fealting ; but not fo much fo at pre 
fent as formerly. It is cuftomary at 
thefe times for the fponfors to make 
{mall prefents to the midwife ; or, if 
adottor has been employed, to the 
mother of the child. 

VISITING THE SICK 

Is a chiriflian virtue which the peo- 
pie of Cumberland pofleis in a high 
degree. Allo, when a perfon dies 
tie neighbours are called in during the 
expiring moments, and continue t 
afiitt the family in laying out the 
corpfe, whichis placed upon a bed 
hung round, and covered with the 
beit linen the houfe affords. Between 
the death and interment, which 46 
from two to three days, the neigh- 
bours watch by the corpfe alternately 
—the old people during the day, and 
till bed-time ; and the young people 
afterwards till morning. Bread, cheele, 
and ale, wath pipes and tobacco, are 
provided for thofe who attend the 
corpfe. ‘The friends of the deceafed, 
as well as the neighbours for feveral 
miles round, are generally invited [0 
the funeral, who are ferved with 
bread and cheefe, ale, drams, pip 
and tobacco. After the burial, a & 
le&t party of friends and neighhous 
are again invited to fupper.

Lifburn is the firfl place, which the 
intended brevity of this chronicle will 
permit to be partucularly noticed, 
Originally it was called Lif: Parvy, 
but tince being burned down by acci- 
dent m the vear 1707, and rebuill 
with addinonal grace, Lifburn.. Itis 
a large aud beautiful town, confpicu- 
ouill fituated on the left bank of the 
Lagan, at the diftance of as many 
miles from our northern capital, as 
there were wile men in Greece. All 
who have ever feen i, {i rangers as 
well as natives, fay it is handfome, 
fome fay it 1s the moft handfome in- 
land town an all Ireland. In figureit 
refembles fomewhat the letter Y, ewo 
of the flreets are commercial, the 
other elegantly retired, and may for 
that reafon be denominated the Olym- 
pus of Lifburn. Betides thefe it has 
a number of lanes, and moreover has 
its environs finely marked with 
groves. Down from Olympus allo, 
towards the river, are pleafant gat- 
dens and terraces, which both look 
well from without, and afford cham 
ing views from within, ‘The enti 
protpect from ihem is an exact lem 
circle of tic horizon, you cannot fee 
far into the adjacent country, but what 
you do feeis moft delighttully rural 
chearful and improved, the whole th 
ing in the manner of an amphith 
tre, under the lucid fouth. 1 
lovely walks are within a regular far 
tihncatuon, built in a romantic 
{trong fituation; two yemarkalit 
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elms, antique and venerable, reported 
to fpring out of one root, grow in 
one of the baftions. ‘The reft of the 
trees are young, and fo difpofed as 
not fo injure the main view, In 
{hort, one would never tre walking 
inthis fweet fpot, and retiring henge 
is like parting from a beloved object. 
But to mention ev ery thing worthy of 
notice in and about Lifburn, would 
exceed the plan of the writer, he muft 
therefore contract his fails, and men- 
tion Only the moft neceffary things. 
Here a memorable victory was ob- 
tained by the brave garrifon over a 
body of rebels in the year 1641, when 
the papilts were euilty of horrid out- 
rages againtt the proteftants. Much 
of the modern {plendor of this flourith- 
ing town is to be attributed to the 
linen manufacture being early efta- 
blithed here, and in latter times the 
convenience of a canal has lkewne 
been in itsfavour. By the articles of 
the union it is entitled to fend a mem- 
ber to parliament. Proportionate to 
its progrefs in wealth and power, have 
been the religious and moral improve- 
ments of the people. Here piety is 
accominodated with fuitable tempics, 
and learning is held in due eftimation. 
The church is a plain ftructure, and 
tands within the angle formed by the 
wo diverging ftreets, contiguous to 
the penfile gardens above delineated : 

ithasa ftately fteeple, but it feems 
sconiitt nt with its dignity, that it 
has not a better bell. The rectory 3 1S 
valuable, and is at prefent held by the 
Rev. Dr. Cupples, than whom no one 
8 more deferving of the benefhce. 
The ma: :quis of Hertford owns the 
place, with a vaft eftate in the neigh- 
bourhood : ; he is a nobleman of con- 
iderable talents, humane to his te- 
wants, but withal faid to be proud and 
Parhmonious. 

After leaving Lifburn, the reft of 
the way is a continuation of the mott 
Pleafing fcenery. Pleafing is an epi- 
het, which fcarcely defines the {ce- 


ety now under contemplation: it ts 
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more than pleafing, it is truly tranf- 
porting. ‘Ins brilliant landicape is 
bounded on the right by a verge of 
high hills, and on che left by one of 
reerate mountains. The hills at 
firft have a ftrong likenefs to thofe 
feen from the Bromelaw to the fouth 
of Glafgow; afterwards they vary 
both in figure and appurtenances from 
the Scottifh heights. ‘The mountains, 
in the mean time, rife with dignity, 
but not with magnificence. They 
are apparently nothing more than a 
continuation of the high ground to 
the weft of them, formed into moun- 
tains by the pradual defcent of the low 
land tothefea. Where they now of- 
fer themtelves to view, they are brok- 
en into three feparate ridges, the inter- 
vals between them are narrow, their 
fummits are flightly incurvated, and 
their fides adorned in places with 
wood, enriched with tlage, and ani- 
mated with cottages. But however 
gratihed by thefe lateral boundaries 
the fufceptible {pectator may be, it is 
the enchanting {pacious vale itfelf be- 
tween them, wherein and whereby he 
is principally delighted. Words will 
be jejune expofitors of this part of the 
fcene. Magnificent villas, thriving 
hamlets, cultivated farms, opulent 
bleach-greens, luxuriant plantations, 
and decent chutches, mingled in gay 
confution, draw forth the voice of 
admiration from the enraptured heart. 
To defcribe a tingle feat, amidft fuch 
a wildernefs of glory, would lignify 
nothing ; and to defcribe all, is im- 
poflible in a fhort narrative like this, 
Suffice it to fay, that the whole of the 
given country is rich and ornamented, 
like aroyal garden. Belfaft, howe- 
ver, on account of its maritime fitua- 
tion, and the tumour of the interven- 
ing land, does not appear until you 
are almoft upon it, nor any indica- 
tion of a great fociety, except the 
fmoke which hangs over it: yet, when 
it does appear, the approach to it per- 
fectly correfponds with the fpace paff- 
edover, by the grandeur of the out-

lines, the numerous flips in the har- 
bour, the decorated thores beyond it, 
and the clear mirror of the bay, being 
all prefented in the given peripective. 
lk rom its circular and compact form, 
one might imagine that it owed its 
conftruction to a kind of gravitating 
principle, analogous to that which un- 
der the Supreme Creator conftituted 
the globe upon which it ftands. ‘The 
hills above-mentioned {till retain their 
raceful variety ; not fo the moun- 
tains which here recede fiom the beau- 
tiful, and {well into the fublime. One 
of them, called the Cave Hill, is dif- 
tinguifhed by a protuberant rock on 
its eaftern brow, which 1s feen ata 
creat diflance. and is ufeful in navi- 
cation. A juvenile writer, in the 
luxuriancy of his fancy, might term 
it a feat of the goddets of liberty. 
Thefe natural bulwarks fhelter the 
town from the rage of Boreas, but 
then they expofe it to many infults 
from Aufler, who frequently thakes 
his wet wings over it, when there 1s 
funthine every where elfe. “This 1s 
owing to the proximity of the moun- 
tains, which attract the wandering 
vapours ; but the inconvenience is no- 
thing, in comparifon of the advantag- 
es which the iame town poffeiles, im 
the noble ampinude and afylum of its 
bay, in its admirable fituation for 
commerce between two great coun- 
ties, and in the general fobriety, in- 
dauttry and virtue of its inhabitants. 
Accordingly Belfatt is at this moment, 
in point of magnitude, trade and po- 
pulation, the third town in the king- 
dom, a diftinétion which there ts not 
the leaft danger of it lofing. Some 
of the new itreets would do honour 
even to the metropolis. So that now 
this northern city has reared its ma- 
jeftic head as much above the neigh- 
bouring villages, as the cyprefs fur- 
mounts the viburnum. ‘The learned 
author of the Hiftory of the County 
of Down, dcrives its name from 
beule and fa/hardi, two Irith words, 
which fignity the mouth of the ferry, 
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There is no doubt but there had beep 
a ferry where the long bridge now jg 
likewile it is certain the ancient Irifh, 
as well as the Hebrews, impofed upon 
places defcriptive names, but whether 
Belfait was one of thefe is not fo clear. 
If our author be right in his Conjec- 
ture, it muft neverthelefs be granted 
that the modern appellation has not 
been conftructed according to the 
common rules of etymology. The 
marquis of Donegall is lord of the 
town, a young patrician whofe cha. 
racter has not yet had time to develop, 
fo asto form a fubject for panegyric. 
The public fpirit of the late marquis, 
his father, was moft noble and exem. 
plary, the money for making the ca. 
nal between Belfaft and Lough 
Neagh, having been lent by him, to 
be reimburied by certain duties on ale 
and {pirits, and by the tribute of the 
navigation.

» Grey confeffed that his feelings, when he 
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change had taken place in the minds of his ma- 
jefty’s minifters, and that they gave the people no 
other profpe€t than a continuance of the war 5 
and from this he was net relieved by exher the 
mover or the henourable member who feconded 
the addrefs. Thus were the hopes of the country 
year after year, frullrated by a continuance of the 
war. From the languoge of the ipeech, it was 
evident that this country was about to be engaged 
ina war with ail the powers of Europe. The 
difference between his majefty and the emperor of 
Rufiia, it was faid, was in conieguence of the 
unjuft proceedings on the part of his Ruffian ma= 
jefty. He was certainly guilty of an aét of great 
injuftice, in the detention of our thips, and the 
impre fling and Config of our fellow-fubjedts. 
Thete were meafuies he agreed Ceuld nor be julti- 
fied, but Mill he could not agree that miniiters 
were totalig free from merited reprehention, and 
that they alone were blamelefs, He may be vine 
lent, bur that was not a reafon why we thould be 
unjuft. From a manifefto iffusd by the empe- 
ror, he afleried, that we had engaged to put him 
in poffeffion of Malia, thould he embark in the 
war againit France, Thig was a fubje@ for en- 
quiry that fhould be the object of his amendment, 
‘his was a queftion on which the boufe ought to 
decide 5 and if minitlers were apprifed of his 
conduct, they fhould have corsiliated. him, and 
not have induced him to form that confederacy 
adverted to in his m yelty’s fpeech, He argued, 
that meafures. of hultilities ought not. wo have 
taken place again(tt Denmark and Sweden. They 
have figned a convention for protecting their com- 
merce againtt vexatious interruptions in time of 
war. It was not his intention to give a diredt Opi- 
nion on that fubjeét, but he was guided by hif- 
tory on that point, and he did nor perccive that 
the right which we aflumed, if infringed, autha- 
rized the commencement cf open war, The 
queftion, he faid, was ireely difcu(fed in the year 
4740 with Pruilia, He maintained that free 
bottoms had a right to a free guidance, The 
right of fearching under cony +y was relifted by 
the Dutch in 1782. At the end of the Ameri- 
ban war, it caufed the armed neutrality in the 
north, which confidered fach right as imcompati- 
ble with the acknowledged and public law of Eu- 
rope. After great refearch, it would be found 
that no fuch rule exits. There were, he faid, 
fome principles that cannot be difputed, and thefe > 
were fuch as were conformable to imuiutable jul- 
tice, for that was not good policy that was in- 
confiftent with juftice ; and though the departure 
from this axiom may favour the fyftem of a 
tricking minifter, yet it was not the condu@ of a 
found and vigorous ftateiman. It were well, he 
faid, if the houfe were to confider well this allum- 
ed right, and weigh its advantages oppofed to its 
difadvantages It would then fee the jealoufy the 
aflumption of this right, and the aéting upon it, 
exciced in ali the nations of Europe. He did not 
with to depend on that power that made us odious 
tothe world, He, howevers was not fo confident 
as to aflert, that on no eceafion ought fuch a 
power to be exercifed, as that was a queition he 
wifhed to fubmit to the houfe. A once eelebrat- 
ed member faid, that we ought never to go. to 


war 
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war for a profitable wrong, fo ought we never to 
go to war for an unprofitable right, it was incum- 
bent on minilters to thew that its exereife was 
effential to our interefts, and they fhould eftimate 
its walue before they call upon the nation to re- 
pay it with blood. The hovte fhould examine it 
if it were founded in juflice, and whether it 
ought not to be difpenfed with, if fuch was ce- 
manded by imperious necefflity. It probably 
would be ftated, that it was bao policy to difpenfe 
with the right, as it would give the French an 
opportunity of procuring naval ftores for their 
fleets. But then the houfe would refleét on the 
precife ftate of the French navy, her want of 
officers, of men, and of difcipline, with all her 
ports blockaded by the matchlefs ikill of our 
commanders, and the meritorious arrangements 
of the admiralty. In fuch a fituation, was it 
good policy to pufh this right to that extent, 
which added fuch an acceffion of ftrength to the 
power of France, as would be given by the co- 
operation of the northern league. France could 
not raife ina year the cumber of men the would 
acquire by this confederacy ina month. It wil! 
give her an immenfe acceflion of naval power, 
will enable her to ou'flank u- from the Archipe- 
lago to the Tagus, and from the Tagus to the 
gulph of Venice. Was then the exercife of a 
right to fearch neutral bottoms-to be placed in 
competition with advantages derived by the ene- 
my of fuch magnituce. From fuch conduct, he 
faid, we thail not have a port to give us fheher ; 
and-he -had no doubt but that, in a few weeks, 
even Portug al and the ports of Turkey will alfobe 
added to’ the number of cur enemies He then 
proceeded to thew the effects fuch a contedersey 
would have on our commerce and manufactures, 
and the danger to which 1 would expofe Jrelond, 
Mr. Grey then went into a review of the conduct 
of minifters, who, he faid, had wafted the blood 
and treafure of the country in ufelefs expeditions 
and fruitlefs undertakings ; thet talure and dit- 
aiter had gone hand in-band with ail their put- 
fuits 3 andto their counsels was alone to be af- 
eribed chat hideous blank of ruin which prefenied 
itfelttothe eyes of Europe in the cegraded ftate 
cf the houfe of Auftria; that they had dithed 
afide the hopes of peace by their frequent refufal 
of the overtures fent to this country from the 
enemy ; and that no further expectation of fo 
defiiable an event could be entertained while the 
prefent minifters continued in office 5 that the 
country had been brought into’ its prefent calami- 
tous itate entirely by their ill-adviied counfels 5 
and that they were bound to anfwer tor their con- 
duct at the bar of an Englith public, when the 
houfe fhould think proper to inititute an enquiry 
into thet conduct. Mr. Grey proeceeded-to ftate 
the dreadful cenfequences likely to refult from 
the prefent fituation of affairs ; and contended, 
that to extricate ourfelves from the e fficultics 
that furrounded us, required great firmnefs, great 
talents, and great econemy, none of which requi- 
fites, he faid, were to be found in his majefty’s 
minifers. lt wos now become neceilary for the 
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tem which they publicly refufed to Contron! 
Their hopes of a change had been difappointes, 
and the refult was written before them in charac. 
ters of blood. With refpeé& to the opinion ss 
the people, he muft ule the language of Mr 
Burke, when he faid that it was expr: fled by the 
minority in that houfe. Mr. Grey concluded by 
moving an amendment to the following purport 
to be inferted in the addrefs, after the afluratens 
of his majefty to avail himfelf of the earlieh on: 
portunity of terminating the preient wars. 
*« But if peace cannot be obtained confiftent with 
the fecurity of the empire, and if the determin. 
tion of the northern powers is fuch as to preclude 
any equitable adjuitment, fo as to render war in. 
evitable, that his majyefty will be pleafed to Prd. 
cure a wife and vigorous adminittration, in opge, 
to fave that calamitous watte of blood and tres. 
fure, caufed by extravagant and fruittefs projedts, 
and unexampled profligacy.”” 

The amendment being feconded by Mr, Mi. 
chael Angelo Taylor, 

The chancellor of the exchequer rofe, and ¢h, 
ferved, thatthe honourable gentleman had ftated, 
towards the conclufion of his fpeech, that th 
minority were confidered as {peaking the fenfe of 
the houfe 5 if that was the cafe, it was undowbr. 
ed'v proved, that all thofe efforts which had fe 
the lft nine years been made in order to afer 
the independence of the country, to meet they 
c:iiitudes of war, ond which had afforded the be 
fecurity for the hapoinefs and fafety of Eutope; 
that had in’ particular fived this country few 
tnefe dreadful calamities which  republicn 
France had diftufed over the reft of the globe: 
if, he faid, thac affertion was to be held tree, i 
would appear that all thefe efforts were averlee 
the wildem of the houfe, as none of them be 
been dictated by the minority ; he, however, fe 
one, did not believe that to be the cafe; oo 
was it likely, in his opinion, that fuch wooldk 
the iflue of the prefent argument. He alfo hems 
believed, that every member who had fupponet 
adminiftration felt as highly for the happinets af 
bereht of the country ag it was poflible any & 
the minarity could doy and he was well afluret 
that thofe members who were of the fame opinie 
with himfelf for the tatt nine years, had fupport 
éd Great Britain againft the hoft of jacobinilt 
crawn our in batile array, and faved it from i 
deftru€tive influence 5 nor would they, hetrt 
ed, having gone fo far, be foremoit in hele 
ouc that defpondency to the country at the prt 
fent moment, in compliment to the opin om’ 
the minority, who muft inevitably pluage i 
ruin. The prefent was a momentous and a 
cal era, produced by a courfe of events 
it was impoffible for minifters to controuly? 
which they were called upon to meet, by Dis 
jelly, with that marked energy fo import 
crifis demanded; and perhaps nothing wok ™ 
to produce that defired energy fo moc lie 
union which had taken place, Mr. Pitt far, 
was not inclined to trouble the hovlet 
large 5 and the few ‘obfervations he mest 


his majefty’s fpeech “which related to the : 
thern powers. ‘The whele of that futjel 
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treated bY the hon. gentleman, had much fur- 
died him 5 he had expretied his doubt: on two 

sate, Mime! ys the juftnels of the claim made 
by this court, and the in pertance of the fubject 
gt iffue ; and in aryuing thefe points had exhi- 
bined the greatett pcffible inconfiftencies. Though 
shat clarm fhould be pri ved to be founded on the 
Arie t yrinciple of juftice, though it thould 
eyrn our that our very exiftence, as a nation, 
depended on the fupport of that claim ; 
fays, we Ought to confels and proclaim to al! 
Europe that we are notin a condition to affert 
chat claism, and that we are Ieft without powers 
to meet the danger that threatens our deftru tion 
33 a maritime ftate. The hon. gentleman had 
been & lone time preponderating between deubts 
and certainties; he had doubted where every 
thing was clear and certain ; and expreiled him- 
felf certuia where every thing was vague and 
‘liviory. There is a cegree of modefty in doubr- 
me (a leud laugh): but it rs ftrange that the 
hon. gentleman fhould doubt :hat which has been 
yniformly ath:med and maintained by every law 
for more than a century back 3 and has been the 
governing principle in every wac curing that pe- 
riod; the doug, therefore, which calis in quef- 
tion the ackrowledged uluage of ages, bears 
more th ipnearance of prefumption than Movo- 
defty.e-(d cry of hear! hear 5)—Such, faid 
Mr. Pitt, are the mraritime laws now infifted up- 
on; fuch asevery man mult know are recogniz. 
ed inour:¢ourts of juitice, and fuch as he would 
contend were the laws of the land; he could 
therefore only account for the tingularity of the 
hon. gentieman’s arguments, by fuppofing he 
was totaly mifinformed on the fubject. 

Mr. Pitt here entered into along difcuilion on 
the rights of newtral nations, and contended that 
which minifters had infifted upon was univerfally 
admittedito be the maritime law for ages back ; 
that all treaties fubfequently made were entered 
into as exceptions to the general princ'ple ; and 
itwouldibe ridiculous to fay, that where a ge- 
neral law was laiddown, by which the commerce 
of different flates was regulated and governed by 
mutual ¢onfent, that if anv thing now fhould 
wile to ialter thatlaw, every power fhould be 
obliged to depart from the original principle. 
With refpect, then, to Denmark, Sweden, and 
Ruflia, he would affirm, they were acting in 
grofs violation of all jubfifting treaties; ane any 
gentlemen might have an opportunity of feeing 
what was laid down re(pecting neutral property, 
by reference to the treaties of 1661 and 1670 ; 
and in that cafe it would appear to them that both 
Denmark, and Sweden were indifputably wrong. 
The fame would be manifet in refpeét of Ruf- 
fa, whe: bound herfelf, at the beginning of the 
Wit in 1793, to adopt the fame principle. Not- 
withtaniing this, faid Mr. Pitt, thefe powers 
have entzred into a confederacy to fupport the 
fytem of 2780, by which every former princi- 
ple is violated, andthe nava! preponderance of 
this couritry difputed : was not this cireumftance, 

Would afk, a declaration of war? Certainly it 
Wat; and he was fure every Engliihman would 
elas he did, when be was informed that fuch 
‘Prateeding was in the greateft extent hoflile to

this country: had he not aright, then, to act 
as if they had publicly avowed hottility towards: 
us ? or were we to wait, as the honourable gen- 
tleman would have us, tillwe fee the very feal 
efixed to that contraét for our deftru€tion, be- 
fore we take meafures to avert the threatened 
calemity ? or until thefe united fleets fhould be 
enabled to join the French navy? It was ade 
mitted as a principle, thatnevutral fhips fhould 
net cover hoilile goods. Were we to fuffer this 
principle to be rendered illufory by the mere flag 
of a flaopof war, which might convoy the ftores 
to the Baltic, or the wealth of Spain into the 
portof Breft, or of Toulon? As tothe pru- 
dence of our proceedings, he had heard no rea- 
fon alledged againit it. [Mr. Sheridan and dr. 


“Lawrence Aaving entered at this moment, Mr. Pitt 


humouroufly remarked, that the heule coould now 
have reajonsin abundance, hut that he feared that 
Mis confederacy, like that of which be had (poken, 
cvcuid render the contef? more tedious, as qwell as 
more fewere.| He faid, none but weal maritime 
powers had ever furrenaered this principle. Our 
force was now flrong 3 and it was to our naval 
preponderance that Europe looked to, as an hope, 
a refuge, and a proteCtion. This preponderance 
we had maintained by adhering to this principle, 
which was evidently neceflary, theretore, no« 
oniy to our power, but to our exiftence. The 
French navy was faid to be ruined 3; but if we 
relinguithed this principle, we furnithed by that 
act the means forits refufcitation. If we waved 
or poftponed ovr claim formerly, and when we 
were weak, that was furely no reafon why we 
thould »bandon i¢ now that we were itrong. If 
we were now to thrink, or to bend before the 
convention of the northern courts, the claim 
mult be confidered as abandoned forever. What 
was yet more, if we were to furrender this pri- 
vilege to the northern courts, we could never 
have a peace with France, unlefs our cleims were 
alio laid at her feet. On every ground of policy 
it was therefore obvious, that we fhould perfe- 
vere in the conteft in which we were now engag- 
ed. Whether this cunteft could poffibly have 
been avoided by the miniftry, of which he had 
the honour to form a part, purfuing a different 
line of conduét, was a queftion which he thould 
feel himfelf ready to argue at any future period; 
if any gentleman fuppofed that by furrendering 
Malta, for infance, we might have averted the 
anger of the emperor Paul, this was a matter 
which was open to a fubfequent difcuffion. He 
waved the dilcuflion of thefe points, not as be- 
ing in themfelves queftionable, but as not apper- 
taining to the immediate objet of enquiry. It 
was, in his opinion, an objet of the firit im- 
portance, that the houfe fhould come to a prompt, 
unanimous, and firm decifion on the grand quel- 
tion now befure them. It was not Iefs a qi<ftion 
of immediate policy, as far as regarded che in- 
terelis of this country, than a queftion involving 
the deareft interefts of humanity, as he felt 
confident, that a fvirit of fortitude and deciiion 
would tend to prevent the effufion of blood, and 
give us an opportunity of bringing the difvute to 
an amicab's iffue. As tothe inaufpicious train 
of events which had taken place, inftead of cif- 
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piriting, it onght rather to roofe the energies of 
the empire. Great Britain, amidft all the vi- 
ciffitudes of war, flill maintained the provd, the 
enviable diftinétion, of | eing the fole exception, 
within herfelf, to the general diflemper, which 
the contagion of revolutionary principles and new 
fangled theories had unhappily {pread over all 
Europe. 

Dr. Lawrence followed, and entered into a 
Jong and very elaborate expofition ef the rights 
of neutral powers and the maritime laws of na- 
tions, oblerving, that the queftion before the 
houfe was, whether the country fhoul¢ be plung- 
ed into 4 new war, without firlt enquiring into 
the condu@t of miniilers, to fee if meafures ac- 
tually called for fuch a proceeding. Mr. Law- 
rence concluded by faying, that the minifter 
was born, he believed, to make fine fpeeches ; 
yet he would have him recolleét, that eloquence 
was nothing without wifdom; and as for himfelf, 
he fhou!d feel more happy in having uttered one 
wife word forthe benefit of his, country, than 
to have been for years celebrated for turning fine 
phrafes. He fhould fit down with giving bis 
hearty fupport to the amendment, 

The folicitor general, after Rating that the 
period of efficulty and danger was, of all 
others, the period which moft peremptorily and 
imperioufly calied upon us to employ a fpirit 
of vigour, unanimity, and cecifion, entered into 
an analytical defcription of the principles and 
practice of the maritime law of Europe. He 
contended that, unleis the fvitem which had 
been fo long ettablithed was perfevered in, our 
naval vidtories, great and brilliant as they were, 
would be deprived of the moft beneficial confe- 
quences. In vain might our gallant admirals, our 
Howes, St. Vincents, Duncens, and Neifons, 
hurl deftruction on the fleets of France, it the 
enemy were juftcred to recruits and refafenate 
their navy, by means of foreign and nettral co- 
operation. There was ane flential diflerence be- 
tween a military and naval force. The former 
might be raifed in a comparatively fhort {pace of 
me 5 bot it required yeats and opportunities of 
a peculiar mature to perfedt the latter. The 
learned gentleman then enterea into an elaborate 
legal difquifition of the laws, as eftablified by 
long preleription, for the reguletion of marine 
affairs 3 end contended, that the maritime rights 
claimed by Great Britain were eflentially neceffa- 
ry, not only for the dignity of the national cha- 
racler, but for our political exiftence. The 
honourable and learned gentieman then leunched 
out into a field of firong and occafional!y acri- 
monious animadverfien on the argument laid down 
by the honourable member, who propofed the 
amenément, and arraigned him of a want of pa- 
triotiim, of zeal, of magnanimity, and courage. 
He pointedly accufed him of having broached 
fentiments which could not poflibly have any 
other tendency than wo excite a fpirit of national 
celpondency. 

Mr. Tierney made a very able fpeech, in the 
ceurle of which he afked what right had mi- 
niflers to confidence ? Could we expe&t either 
wilder or vigeur from them in the profecution 
wf the war? Ithad pleafed a right hor. gene 
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tlernan to have a new office created for him: he 
had one, and the whole army had beep at hi 
command No man had ever wafted fo much Po 
neceffary blood ; mo man had ever wafted fo mech 
blood with fuch callous indifference as the rj 
hon. gentleman.—[ 4 cry of order ! order !
